Along  the  sides  of  the  float  were 
29  three  foot  wide  hand  - painted  scenes  from  1974 
Christmas  seals.  The  cab  of  the  truck  was 
transformed  into  a train  engine. 

Including  the  pupils  in  the  Environmental  Design 
class,  there  were  15  people  who  combined  efforts 
to  create  the  grand  - prize  winning  float. 

The  $1000  prize  was  given  to  the  Norfolk 
County  - Newton  Lung  Association  for  their 
continuing  work  in  helping  people. 
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This  year’s  production,  Cheaper  by 
the  Dozen,  concerned  the  problems 
of  a large  family  living  in  the 
1920’s.  The  many— childrened 
house  provided  comic  scenes  of 
family  life. 

The  production  gave  the  Drama 
Club  a new  theatrical  experience; 

the  construction  of  a realistic 
set.  This  artistic  accomplishment 
achieved  success  under  the 
direction  of  its  designer  and 
executor,  Rick  Walsh.
